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The reply filed on Sept. 25, 2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant's response 
did not include any discussion of the rejection of claims 37 and 40-44 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tomosawa taken in view of Horsky, 
Kikuchi or Howson. Independent claim 37 was included in this rejection, and this 
rejection is a separate rejection from the rejection of claims 37, 40, 41 , 43 and 44 
over Tomosawa alone. Therefore, this rejection must be discussed separately. 

Also, Applicant's response did not include any discussion of the rejection 
of claims 37-39 and 41-45 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Baxter taken in view of Witzman, Smith and Guellich. Independent claim 37 was 
included in this rejection, and this rejection is a separate rejection from the 
rejection of claims 37, 38, 41 , 43 and 44 over Baxter alone. Therefore, this 
rejection must be discussed separately.
